THE COMING CONGRESS. 


WASHINGTON, Nov. 25.—It is now be- 


lieved that the -ession of Congress to begin 
on Monday, December 7, will be from its

contest for the Speakership. The death of 
Mr. James G. Wintersmith, the Doorkeeper 
ol the last House, creates the only vacancy 
in the list of officers to be elected. The 
piesent Clerk, ex-Congressman John B. 
Clark, of Missouri; ex-Congressman J. P, 
Leedom, of Ohio. Sergeant-at-Arnis, and 
Mr. Lycurgus Dalton, of Indiana, the Post- 
master, confidently expect to be re-elected. 
For the Doorkeeper's place Mr. John B. 
Trainer, of New York City, at present 
File Clerk in the House document room, is 
a candidate, and so is Mr. Samuel l)onel- 
son. of Tennessee, now Chief Clerk of tiie 
document room. Considerable opposition 
to the re-election ot Sereeant-at-Arms Lee- 
dom has begun to show itself among the 
Ohio Democratic Representatives, several 
of whom havs espoused the candidacy of 
W. W. Armstrong, so long the editor of the 
Cleveland Plain Ltcaler.

Tho session lasted about thrae 
hours, aud was devoted almost entirely to 
the consideration of the President's mes- 
sage to Congress. The document is in an 
advanced condition, and will be completed 
several days befora the meeting of Con- 
giess, One of the questions discussed was 
the order in which certain topics should be 
considered.

In tbs fall of the same 
year ho was fleeted to congress from 
the Indianapolis district and served 
two terms. In 1855 he was appoint- 
ed commisBioi.er of the general land 
offica by President Pierce, which po- 
sition he held unt:l 1859. 
He was a 


member of th>> Uuited States senate 
from 1863 to 18G9, and was regarded 
as the democratic leader. He was a 
candidate for governor of his state 
ia I860 an.l also in 1868, but was de- 
feated. He was again a candidate in 
1872, aiid was eltcteJ. His name 
was pressed for the presidency be- 
fore the democratic national conven- 
tion in 1868 and also in 1876. 
He 


was made the democratic nominee 
for vice-president in 1876 with Mr. 
TilJec. Ho was with great unani- 
mity made the ddmocratic nominee 
for vice presl.i Et in 1884, with Mr. 
Cleveland, and elected by a popular 
plurality of 62.693 vctas, carrying 20 
of the 38 states, and receiving a ma- 
jority af 37 in the electoral college. 
In 1872. after tha death of Horace 
Greely, he received 
the electoral 


votes of 5 states, 42 in all, for presi- 
dent. 


During the long continuance of 


Mr Headricks in public life, nothing 
has ever been charged against tha in- 
tegrity of his official 
life, or of his 


personal acts and hebits. He was a 
remarkably clean 
man. A strong 


partisan, yet the moat popular man 
personally in his state. He died as 
he had lived, an upright. Christian 
gentleman. His death will be sin- 
cerely mutinied.

Recently Passed.

The fear that the Government Slave 


bill would again fail of enactment in 


[ the Brazilian Senate and Chamber of 


: Deputies this year, as it did last, has 
proved unfounded. 
The measure has 


been passed by both branches, and thus 
a law more important, perhaps, for the 
future of the Kmpire than any that has 
been placed on the statute books during 
the last ten j-enrs will presumably go 
into operation. 


The general features of ths new- 


Emancipation 
act have been made 


somewhat familiar by its discussion 
during the last twelve months. 
Pre- 


suming that it remains sub.-lantially as 
it reached its final stage, it frees at once 
slaves who have already reached or 
passed the age of sixty, w'hile all who 
may hcropfter attain that age thereby 
ln'come freemen. 
It requires a new 


registry of all slaves, and sets certain 
values on them for purposes of emanci- 
pation, depending on age. 
It creates a 


new 
fund 
for 
purchasing 
free- 


doms, 
cliielly 
by 
an 
extra 
tax 


of live per cunt, on 
all sources of 


taxation except exports, while keeping 
up the existing fund derived 
from 


various sources. It provides fer tho 
pare of aged or sick slaves by thoir 
masters and obliges the froedraen to 
work for a certain number of years j 
under certain conditions after enianci- 
patiuM and in I ho loeal'ty where tliev 
may have been freed. It also encourages 
immediate emancipat'on by giving half 
the registered value of slaves to the 
planter who will exaet only fiva years' 
additional service in payment of tho 
other half. 
Various provisions relate to 


iroe'ng old slaves, providing free labor 
ut Hie Government's expense, and so 
on. It is, in short, a comprehensive 
and elaborate measure, which was dis- 
cussed nt last year's 
extraordinary 


session, May 20. The voting on it in 
the Chamber of Deputies began early in 
July, and the interests involved in it.

NOT A WIDOW. 


Divoron ni^snlvos tlip M:irrl;>KO Contraot 


and Knds tho Marriage Kelatlons. 


A wife obtains & divorce from hor 


husband, and subsequently the hus- 
band dies; is sho his widow, entitled to ', 
ft share of his personal estate? This i 
question has recently been decided in 
the negative by the (iencr.il Term of 
the Supreme Court in the Fifth Depart- 
ment of this State. The court holds 
that the docree of divorco dissolves the 
marriage contract and ends the mar- 
riage relation. When the man dies the 
woman is not his wife; consequently 
she is not his widow after his death. 
To the argument that the law was not 
intended to deprive an innocent wifa 
divorced from a guilty husband of her 
share in his property, the reply is made 
:hat the apparent injustice is remedied 
:>y the alimony allowed hor. 


This decision applies to personal prop- 


erty. It has been held in this State 
that a divorce obtained by the wife does 
not out off her right of "dower in his 
real estate acquired during their mar- 
•ied lif». 
This ia regarded as a ve-tcd 


right not annulled by the divorce. 
But 


she has no dower in his real estate ac 
quired after the separation. In I he law 
of this State there is a curious excep- 
,ion 
to the rule that divorce ends the 


married relation. A divorced defendant 
s proliib ted by -tatute from marrying 
again during a specified period. In a 
•emit ease a man after hi-, wife had 
obtained a divorce from him married 
mother woman, and the Court of Ap- 
jeals held that ho was guilty of bigamy.

12 North Seventh street, 
ami so rapidly did it spread tliat but for the 
prompt arrival o£ the department a terrible 
holocaust would have occurred.
